LAKE CHARLES, La, Oct. 4.—Cam

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Cotton—The 
ecndition report announced Thursday of 
64.1 was but Slightly discouraging to 
the most enthusiastic bulls and cer- 
tainly was less encouraging to the 
bears, as this condition is much lower 
than the average condition for many 
years back, and, according to the meth- 
od of calculation Indicates a crop any- 
where from 12,500,000 baies to 13,500,- 
000 bales, but with a late frost and an 
exceptional season from now on holds 
out a slight prospect of adding 500,- 
000 bales, but even then it falls far 
short of the consumption of last year 
and certainly wé need more cotton this 
year and every year to come than we 
aid the year before. Consumption is 
Increasing faster than production, this 
can hardly be denied and it is well that 
more intensive cultivation and better 
methods is resulting in an increased 
yield from the acreage under cultivation 
as it is hardly possible to increase the 
acreage sufficiently, not only by its 
territorial limitations, but also because 
of lack of labor to properly work this 
acreage. Were it-not for women and 
children the present acreage could never 
be picked and was not picked in 1911 

It.is with no false pride that we re- 
fer back to our letters of June, July and 
August when prices were three cents 
per pound lower than present as to our 
attitude on this market. when we men- 
tioned the only possible restraint to 
much higher prices was adverse legis- 
lation against the present marketing 
system of our grteat staple, and now 
that this is practically, Assured of be- 
ing removed from this season's cals 
ciation (to eome up again, we are 
| sorry to say,) the/growers can and will 
| receive the proper price for their la- 
|bor. Yet we feel impelled to repeat 
our advice to sell the actual at grow- 
ing prices, It is a big price, regardless 
of what may prevail next spring and we 
belleve it is due every man to make sure 
of getting current high prices by dis- 
posing of his product now, liquidate his. 
debts and appreciate the assistance his 
merchant and banker have extended him 
during the past several months of 
price uncertainty. This lquidation in 
Itself Will be the most direct means of 
much higher prices for what little late 
cotton he may get later to hold when 
he 1s free. of debt. 

Notwithstanding our bullish convic- 
tions and our confident belief in a 
higher plant ‘of. values to rule before 
the maturity of the spring deliveries 
we must take into consideration the 
restricted use of the staple where pos- 
sible because of the advance of three 
cents per pound with the spinning world 
practically unprotected and without 
thair requirements and badly encroach- 
ing upon mill stocks. This is the high- 
est level that has ruled at this season 
of year for many years and the bulk 
of the crop 1s yet to come upgn the 
market and, while we hope present levels 
may be maintained for the benefit of 
the entire south, not alone the growers,

THE ATLANTA 


CANADA’S BIG 1913 CROP; 
WORK OF MARKETING IT 


Record Equipment Brought to 
Provinces by Railroads to 
Haul Crop to Great Lakes 


Canada's western agricultural prov- 
inces, Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatche- 
Wan, are harvesting one of the largest, 
if not the largest, crop in their history. 
Their total yield is now estimated as 
follows: Spring wheat, 188,018,000 bush- 
els; oats, 244,125,000 bushels; barley, 
24,156,000 bushels; rye, 612,000 bushels, 
and flax 15,056,000 bushels. The total is 
475,967,000 bushels, an increase of more 
than 42,000,600 bushels over last year. 

To haul these large crops, the rail- 
roads have made ample provision. Cana- 
dian Pacific, which is @ill the premior 
grain road, has an equipment of 40,000 
ears and 1,171 engines. This is the rec- 
ord figure of equipment brought to bear 
by one railroad in moving Canadian 
crops. At such central points as Leth- 
bridge, Calgary and Edmonton, every 
available foot of track is filled with cars 
ready to load. Most of these cars went 
west under load some time ago and were 
held to receive “grain instead of being 
returned empty, as would be done at 
other seasons of the year. 

This year’s crop is fully a month 
earlier than last year’s in getting 
under way, Assisted by phenomenally 
fine weather, the railroads are doing 
their utmost to reach the head of the 
Great Lakes with as much of the crop 
as possible before navigation closes. 
It is a race between the railways and 
freezing weather, as all grain, which 
does not reach the Great Lakes before 
closing of navigation, will have long 
hauls by rail to seaboard shipping 
points, or to elevator storage. 

The Canadian government is endeav- 
oring to persuade the farmers to hold 
their grain in elevators, since most of 
it is of high quality, ana will find os 
ready market subsequently. But the 
average farmer is anxious to realize on 
his crop as soon ag possible and do 
not take kindly to the government’ 
suggestion. Throwing upon the market 
at one time such a crop as western Can- 
ada is reaping this year naturally tends 
to lower the price of grain for a short 
time, so that were the farmer to sitore 
his crop, he might be in almost a cer- 
tain position to demand a higher price. 

The Manitoba grain and regulates the 
grain trade in the provinces. By its 
provisions immunity is secured from 
many abuses in the marketing of the 
crop. All grain is sold according to 
established grades, and government in- 
spectors decide as to the grade passing 
out of the country. The warehouse com- 
missioner, who is located at Winnipeg 
and who is not allowed to have any pe- 
cuniary interest in the grain trade, has 
supervision of the trade generally and 
reports to the government. 

Almost all the grain in the three 
provinces is handled through interior 
elevators, some of them owned by farm- 
ers, but most of them by grain dealers 
and milling companies. All — grain 
dealers must be licensed and bonded, 
thus protecting the farmer from loss 
through either dishonest intentions or 
financial embarrassment of the dealer. 
There are few points in western Canada 
where there are not one Or more ele- 
vators, 

A farmer may deliver his wheat at the 
elevator and receive cash.for it, or, if he 
prefers to hold for a higher price, he 
may store it in an elevator and get a) 
ticket stating that he is entitled to a 
certain number of bushels of a stated 
grade. If he prefers, he may load his 
grain into a car without dealing with 
the elevator. 

The tariff of charges for hauling grain| 
from stations in Saskatchewan to Fort 
William or Port Arthur ranges from 16 | 
cents to 20 cents per hundrea pounds, 
or from 91-2 cents to 12 cents per bush- 
el for wheat; 5 1-2 cents to 7 cents per 
bushel for oats; 7 3+4 cents to 9 8-4 cents 
for barley and from 9 cents to 111-4 
cents for flax. The rate of transpor- 
tation is somewhat lower from points 
in Manitoba and slightly higher from 
points in Alberta.

WEEKLY STOCK REVIEW 


(By Associated Press.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Speculative interest 
dwindled the week, and dealings in the stock 
market were on « small scale. As the time 
approached for the new tariff law to be put 
into operation the hesitating character of the 
market. became more pronounced and traders 
were reluctant to increase commitments until 
the effect of the tariff changes could be 
gauged accurately Dealings were largely in 
the hands of professional traders, who favored 
the short side of the market Prics moved 
back and forth in an uncertain manoer which 
revealed no well established trond and the net 
effect on the level of quotations was not im- 
rtant. 
Pechipper stocks were strengthened by the ad- 
vance of the metal in London and the strong 
statistical “position revealed in the European 
report of visible supplies. Steel was often un- 
der pressure, being affected unfavorably by re- 
ports of shrinkage in new business and by un- 
certainty as to the effect on the trade of the 
new steel schedule in the tariff bil. 
‘The turn of the month, bringing one of the 
most important quarterly” periods of the year, 
was passed without market effect on the money 
market. ‘The October settlements were re- 
flected abroad dn a huge expansion in the Bank 
of Germany's loans and discounts, and an al- 
most unprecedented large loan of gold by the 
Bank of England, which was obliged to meet 
heavy calls not only from Germany, but from 
india and Egypt. The resultant advance tn the 
per cent, bad little effect on the home market 
owing to adequacy of present supplies of money 
for the comparatively light demands.

State Fairs and the Advantages 
They Offer 


(CONTINUED.) 
T IS a sight worth seeing to 
I visit the packing plant or 
Naves-Spillers company. 
These people ship hundreds of car 
loads of poultry and eggs to the 
east every year, and nearly all of 
the poultry handied through this 
packing plant shows more or less 
a cross of thoroughbred blood in 
them. No one can realize what a 
big difference there is in a dress- 
ed carcass or in the size and color 
of an egg produced even from 
one cross of thoroughbred blood 
and see what a big difference it 
makes between this and the ordi- 
nary scrub. To watch and inspect 
this large number of fowls killed . 
and packed in this _ wonderfui 
plant is a school within itself and 
many lessons can be learned by 
a two or three hours yisit to 
this plant, also the one at Mor- 
ristown, Tenn., and today the in- 
come from poultry and eggs to 
the farmers of Tennessee for a 
surplus and by-product amounts 
to more than $20,000,000 annu- 


ally. There is a reason for thi 
and it is simply because the people are forced to take up thi¢ seis te 


make money, but money has been so easily made throughout the cot- 
ton growing states and in such large quantities that our people will 
not bother with the little things and do not give it but little thought. 
However, the time and day is coming when competition is so stroug 
anda dollar is so much harder to get than it used to be that it is 
gradually forcing our southern farmers and inhabitants of the south to 
gee and pay more attention to these little details than we ever have be- 
fore. The coming of the boll weevil is making the southern people and 
the cotton growing states think more seriously about diversifying our 
crops and adding to every farm something that will bring in revenue 
outside of the one crop, cotton. Our cotton planters have a monopoly 
and one that should make lands of all the cotton growing states worth 
from $100 to $500 per acre as they are capable of producing this much 
per acre When properly handled, and the boll weevil will no doubt be tn 
time to come a blessing in disguise as it will force hundreds of people 
to take up poultry raising, live stock breeding and truck gardening and 
when they once get in a habit of this work it will be no trouble then 
to keep it going. 

The hundreds of farmers and merchants who are able to and 
could well afford to add high class live stock and poultry in every 
community and give the ‘poor man an opportunity to get for a small 
amount of money the benefits of these animals and poultry by crossing 
of the average natives and let .them see what a big: difference dt 
makes. Men of this class who will take up this work will be doing a 
great work for our country and in time to come they would be richly 
rewarded and their investment pay as big a per cent of profit as on any 
money they could spend. With the opportunities we haye throughout 
the south for the growing of grain and grass on every farm there is 
no section on the globe that could produce cheaper or better hogs. cat- 
tle, horses, mules or poultry’ than all of our southern states, but we 
must have the quality to feed this feed to if we get the high price for 
these products that are now being received by the men who are pro 
ducing such. The opportunity is here for us, and the little county fairs 
and the big state fairs that are being conducted all over the south are 
doing a work that in dollars and cents and of value to the country in 
years to come will be worth more than any line of work that has ever 
been done. These things are absolutely essential and necessary, but 
one of the great troubles comes in the lack of capital or the lack of 
encouragement and backing that the few people who undertake these 
things receive from our citizens. It takes lots of hard work and money 
to successfully conduct even a small county fair. The work generally 
falls on a few men and where we have men who are willing to do this 
work as a rule a majority of this class of men haven't the capital to 
conduct these exhibitions as they should be and do not receive the 
proper support. 

Our state should by all means make a liberal appropriation espe- 
cially for the state fair, and each county for the county fair, the same 
as Alabama is doing, and in case of a rainy eek like Nashville had last 
year there would be something to fall back on to pay the expenses. Tho 
only way possible to realize enough money to pay the enormous expense 
attached to conducting these exhibitions is from the gate receipts, and 
when the bad rainy wather comes you can readily see that these gate 
receipts will fall short and then the trouble comes. A few men gener- 
ally have to pay the expendes or the fair go broke, and when a fair 
once gets a black eye and does not pay their premiums and obligations 
promptly it takes many years to overcome a bad name, and one failure 
will do more harm than a success for ten years. If there could possibly 
be some method outlined by which these public exhibitions could be 
made absolutely self-supporting and a certainty it would be a great 
thing, The state of Alabama has come nearer solving this certainty 
than any state. ch county has one-tenth of each mill of what money 
is paid in for taxes set aside for these public exhibitions and it is sur- 
prising how much help this is and how fast it has built up the re- 
sources of Alabama. There is no state in the south that is Improving 
faster than Alabama in the way of improvement of live stock and poul- 
try, and agriculture, and this state today while they have not any- 
thing like the natural advantages that Georgia, Tennessee and some 
other states have, they are forging to the front much faster and have 
probably located during the past five years more thrifty, progressive 
western farmers in the state of Alabama than probably any other 
three or four states in the south combined, and the class of immigrants 
that they have located in this state are usually farmers who know 
how to work, are willing to do so and men who have a reasonable 
amount of money to start ith. Alabama is shipping hundreds of the 
very best class of beef cattle now to the western markets. Hundreds of 
acres of alfalfa have been planted in Alabama, and with her natural 
grasses, her cotton seed meal products and heavy yields of grain they 
are producing pork, cattle, poultry and lots of mules and horses for 
their own use, and a lot to sell, and are keeping in the state thousands 
of dollars that heretofore went out of the state for these things. 

The county and state fairs of Alabama have probably done more 
to bring about these things than any other one thing. Georgia and 
Tennessee have woke up on this subject, but nothing Ifke taking tae 
advantages that are offered us or pushing these matters as they should 
be. 


The public exhibitions at the fair at Nashville are interesting and 
entertaining, and they have a world of free attractions, good races, good 
Music and something to entertain the farmers and crowds that attend 
this fair. They bring and leave in tae city of Nashville thousands of 
dollars every year that would never come to town if it was not for 
this state fair. The hotels, restaurants and merchants all get their 
Sbare of this extra money and thousands of dollars are, left in Nashville 
during the week of the state fair every year. They have neipec to 
build good hotels that can accommodate great crowds. Many country 
people see and learn things by visiting the city that they would never 
know otherwise, and very often some rich farmer who has accumulated 
& lot of money is so attracted by the possibilities of the city that they 
often invest in real estate and in other business enterprises that they 
Would not had they not been attracted, 
to the city by many of these public @.——” 
exhibitions.

Board of Entomology Tells 
How to Keep Down San 
dese Scale 


It is about spraying time with the 
erehard men of Georgia. Spraying has 
come to be about as important a fea- 
ture of fruit growing as plowing is 
of farming. 
The first spraying for San Jose scale 
is usually done from the first to the 
middle of November, and the second 
from February 1 to 16, or just before 
the trees begin to bud. In well con- 
ducted orchards, where the scale has 
shown any sign of acquiring @ foothold, 
two sprayings are made each season, 
though im many cases orchard men 
spray only one time, usually just be- 
fore the buds besin to appear on the 
trees, The double spraying, however, 
bas been found both advantageous and 
profitable, says the state department 
of entomology, in that it practically 
rids the orchard of the insect #0 far 
as any damage is concerned during the 
fruit season. 
Ever since the scale was introduced 
into. Georgia, presumably by infected 
nursery stock from New Jersey, there 
has been a constant fight of the fruit 
growers to mite: and lessen its de- 
structiveness. It seems impossible 
entirely to eradicate, but by careful at- 
tention and thorough spraying, its rav- 
ages may be reduced, says State Ento- 
Mologist BE. Lee Worsham, to a prac- 
tically insignificant minimum. 
BROUGHT FROM ABROAD. 
The San Jose scale was first dis- 
covered in this country in San Jose, 
Cal, in the early seventies. That 
was where it got its name. It was 
brought to this country either from 
Japan or China. It spread rapidly from 
California and by 1887 reached New 
Jersey. In ten years more it had gotten 
a foothold in practically all of the fruit- 
sTrowing states, and since its Intro- 
duction into Georgin in 1889, ft has 
spread to more than 100 counties. Lat~ 
verly, however, its spread has bean 
siow, owing to the rigid laws enforced 
against it by the state board of ento- 
mology.

When everything is said, there 
no doubt about the fact hat the bi 
results have been attained by the w: 
of the home-made Mme sulphur solu- 
tion, This is made of 21 pounds of 
stone lime, 18 paunds of flour of sul- 
phur and fifty gallons of water. To 
prepare, mix the sulphur into a paste 
with a small amount of hot water, 
then add fifteen or twenty gallons of 
hot water. Stir until the sulphur tw 
well mixed and then add the lime. Bott 
vigorously for forty-five minutes. To 
secure the dirty greenish-yellow color, 
which the solution will have when prop- 
erly boiled, may take longer or less 
time, depending on how it is cooked. 
Many now use steanr in cooking this 
solution, which is by far the best way. 
When boiled sufficiently dilute with 
water to fifty gallons, and spray on 
trees while the solution is still warm. 
Use only on dormant trees,

On Thursday the game 
was cut short by rain after four and 
one-half innings of play. On Friday it 
was cold and very windy and Mack used 
his best men in only the first game of 
a double-header. 

Today the stars were taken out aft- 
er playing five inings and neither of 
the veteran pitchers, Bender or Plank.

Twenty-Five Million Acres 
Of Truck Land in the South. 


In describing the truck-farm possibilities of the 
Atlantic and Gulf States of the South, the Yearbook 
of the federal department of agriculture interestingly 
says: 

“There ts land enough and climate sufficiently’ 
favorable to produce the vegetable and fruit sup- 
plies required by many times the present popu- 
tation of the country. Lack of suttadle lands is 
eliminated for many generations; and further 
development waits upon the solution of economic 
problems rather than upon the discovery of suit 
able soils.” 

This testimony is reassuring to the nation as a 
whole, while to the South it is peculiarly significant. 


It means that in this one corner of the continent lie 
the natural resources of a food supply ample to 
meet American needs for long decades to come and 
still remain undiminished. It means that when 
these resources are duly utilized the present dis- 
crepancy between growth of population and produc- 
‘ou of food will pe evened, so that many problems 
which now are very disquieting will be seasonably 
worked out. The South ts singularly favored’ in be- 


Ing the treasury of this great reserve force and us 
she realizes her latent wealth in this regard and 


turns it to practical account her prosperity and na- 
Uonal influence will become more and more dominant. 

‘The authority to which we have referred estimates 
that in this section there are some twenty-five mil- 
lion neres ideally suited, so far as soil elements are 
concerned, to vegetables and fruits and that compar- 
atively a small part of this immense area has yet

of trucking industries in the South has been note- 
worthy, says the Yearbook, but the great era of de- 
velopment is yet to come or is only now beginning.

“What a harvest for the South and what ma- 
terial blessings for the whole population of the 
country are latent in the twenty ‘million or 
twenty-tive million acres of trucking soils still

abundant truck crops! Realization of the promise, 


though, will call for much. Capital in the shape 
of money and men will be required to equip the 
country with a twenty-five-million-acre truck 
farm in the South. Transportation facilities in 
the shape of quick trains from the growing cen- 
ters to the cities and towns of the North and 
West, of motor trucks from farms to railroad 
shipping points and of electric cars throughout

No Congress influenced by self- 
seeking alliances would have enacted such a bill and 
no President entangled with particular interests 
would have signed it. Truly, as Mr. Wilson says, 
“one of the things which it was necessary to do in 
order that there might be justice in the United 
States” has been accomplished magnificently. The 
old tariff regime not only oppressed the majority 
of the people but it also enslaved the political party 
that was its sponsor, enslaved it to forces that op- 
posed all afforts for popular government and free 
The high tariff was the stronghold of the 
trust, the chief instrument of monopoly. It was 
the one great barrier ‘in the path of independent 
enterprises. The new law means new life to com- 
merce and industry and new prosperity to the peo-

ple as a whole, the deep, enduring sprosperity that 
springs from economic justice. 

The Democratic party has redeemed its first 
great pledge. It has kept the faith and proved 
worthy of the nation’s trust.

A Fortunate Omission. 


It is particularly fortunate that the tariff bill 
was freed from the ill-considered Clarke amendment 
imposing a tax of fifteen cents a bale on cotton sold 
for future delivery. No plan for the regulation of 
cotton exchanges would have had a rightful place in 
the tariff measure. These issyes are logically sep- 
arate and should be dealt with, each upon its own 
merits. The plan proposed in the Clarke amendment 
was not only irrelevant to the matter of tariff re- 
form, but was contrary to the entire spirit and pur- 
pose of the tariff bill. Its adoption would have 
placed a heavy and unjust burden upon an important 
field of the country’s business and agricultural inter- 
ests. To the South and especially the Southern 
farmer, it would have proved grievously injurious. 

The House Democrats showed practical wisdom 
in refusing to accept this Senate amendment and the 
Senate majority, though misguided at first, finally 
saw the reasonableness of eliminating the cotton 
tax tariff legislation; and so the new law was saved 
from a dangerous folly. Whatever measure for the 
regulation of cotton futures may be proposed in 
months or years to come should be based upon com- 
mon sense and should not imperil legitimate inter- 
ests merely to punish minor offenses,

Asquith, the Man and Statesman 


‘Like all public men whe disdain to seek personal 


those advantages of birth, wealth and social connec- 
tions that in England more, perhaps, than in any other 
country smooth the path of political and legal ambi- 
tion. A Yorkshtreman of Puritan stock. born in mod 
erate circumstances, Asquith has made his own way 
in life. His career 1s as fully a structure of his own 
rearing as Lioyd-George's or John Burns’; he might 
stand, indeed, alongside of the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer and the president of the local government 
board as a product and representative of that newer 
England. in which men are judged and rewarded for 
what they are and do and not for the non-essentials 
of lineage or means or social position. He does not 
belong to, and has little sympathy or affilig‘‘on with, 
“the governing class.” 

AS @ statesman, Mr. Asquith undoubtedly will live 
in history as the conductor of a profound consti#ution- 
al fevolution to a successful issue, and probably, as 
we have already suggested, as the true conservator 
of an empire's very existence in Its time of gravest 
peril. As a man, we should say that to the minds of 
the many he, like Sir Robert Peel, appears and is 
likely to continue to appear as one who would have 
bean the greatest of all British premiers if his person- 
ality had equaled his performances, while to the few 
brgught into closest contact he bears out to perfection 
the impression of Charles Fox expressed by Gibbon 
when he “admired the powers of a superior man 
blended with the softness and simplicity of a child—a 
human being perfectly exempt from the taint of malev- 
olence, vanity or falsehood.” 

If Mr. Asquith loses something by his habitual self- 
repression, he also gains a great deal, notably in those 
rare moments when, as in paying tribute to the late 
king or more recently to the universally beloved Lyt- 
tleton, some deeper surge of feeling sweeps over his 
reserve and surprise and moves the house by its elo- 
quent revelation. 

But those occasions are few. Ordinarily, almost 
invariably, Mr. Asquith’s speeches in the house, like 
those of Mr. Root in the senate, are as good as any 
public speaking can be that is not oratory. They are 
models of clearness and precision; full of vigorous 
thought, of trenchant and sonorous diction, and ad- 
mirably arranged; stroke follows upon stroke without 
hesitation and with direct and compelling force; and 
yet they are as unmistakably not oratory as George 
Bliot’s verse is not poetry. The reason is that Mr. 
Asquith has himself almost too completely in hand, 
knows to a nicety just what he is going to say and 
how he is going to say it, and is never for # moment 
in any danger of being carried out of himself. The 
color and rhythm, the exaltation and abandon, of true 
oratory are not for him. 

There is something, indeed, almost impersonal about 
Mr, Asquith's air on a public platform or when he rises 
to address the house. He seems independent of alt 
emotional communion with his audience. It is symp- 
tomatic that he has never been known to make a bad 
speech or to be at a loss for an effective retort or 
unable to bring all his guns Into action at a moment's 
notice. In every department of parliamentary speak- 
ing—whether he is answering a supplementary ques- 
tion or unfolding a bill or winding up a debate—there 
is nobody in the house of commons who approaches 
hia level of sustained excellence. However damaging 
the attack upon the government, there 1s a cheer of 
perfect confidence from the Liberal ranks when As- 
quith gets up to answer it. The stocky figure of me- 

|. dium height, the strong, clean-shaven, fresh-complex- 
ioned face that belies the white hair above it, give out 
an instant impression of assurance. With few ges- 
tures, squarely confronting the opposition, the prime 
minister begins to speak. There is no appeal to pas- 
sion in what he says, no loose generalities, no attempt 
at rhetoric, nothing over-subtle or bewildering. The 
sentences roll out with a hammer-like precision; the 
points made are direct and unambiguous; the argument 
never wanders; the humor is plain and intelligible; the 
language is massive without being ornate and virile 
without being violent; one gets the effect of some per- 
fect machine producing an almost effortless fusillade 
of logical, ordered, deadly dialectics —George Harvey, 
in the October number of the North American Review.

Under thy 
law railroads are required now to keep on file detais 
reports of every detail of a train, showing the causy 
and durations of delays and their lengths, in order ty: 
the commission may know why employes are kept @ 
duty in excess of the statutory period. The commie 
gion says that the number of accidents in which @ 
cessive hours of service have played a part have ob 
most disappearod. At the same time the railroads uy 
Gisposed to make excuses for long hours caused 
train delays. There has come to be a very unusul 
number of “hot boxes,” “leaky flues,” eta, reported a 
the cause of delays, while there never were so many 
“drawbars out" or so many engines “failing for steam’ 
aa there have been since the hours of service act we 
into effect, The result is that the interstate commer 
commission recommends that such excuses be nv 
longer accepted. It also recommends that the law h 
clanged so that a railroad company violating the aet 
shall be fined a minimum of $100, rather than “not t0 
exceed $500."

Denver T, P, A,'s” Provide 
Benefit in Case of Death 
From Natural Causes 


Editor Firing Line: My attention 
has been called to a side line operated 
by the Denver, Col., post, which is sub- 
stantially as follows: 

The post being already organized 
with substantial business men repre- 
senting its membership, they have obli- 
gated themselves into a mutual’ co- 
operative society, each member pledg- 
ing himself to pay $1.10 into the treas- 
ury and at the death of any member 
from other cases than accident his fam- 
ily immediately receives a check 
amounting to $1 for each member in 
the post. As soon as one death occurs 
another assessment amounting to $1 is 
called for and held in the treasury to 
pay off the next death claim. . The 10 
cents provides fot whatever expense 
there may be in handling the fund. 

I am calling attention to this be- 
cause it seems to me that with. our 
post already organized with the char- 
acter of men composing its roster, that 
this should appeal to every mermber to 
place Post B upon the same plan, be- 
cause there is a brotherly feeling among 
our membership and any one would con- 
tribute $1 to the relief of the family of 
a deceased brother voluntarily, but by 
adopting this plan it would relieve this 
feature of the -work of our association 
of the embarrassment that sometimes 
results from families who actually need 
assistance but pride prevents them 
from admitting it, at least, to the ex- 
tent of accepting what they would call 
charity. 

This plan would work no hardship or 
burden upon our membership, but 
would rather represent a work of love 
with brotherly feeling one toward an- 
other. Under our association any mem- 
ber who is accidentally killed his fam- 
ily is well provided for, but where they 
die from natural causes no claim at- 
taches to the national association, and 
for this reason it seems to be an ad- 
mirable opportunity for. using our ma- 
chinery for the good of the entire mem- 
bership, and I believe that 95 per cent 
of our members would co-operate with 
any movement looking to the perfection 
of the plan, having the objects in view 
which I have mentioned above. 

It 1s my purpose to present this for 
the consideration of our post at its next 
meeting, and believe that to be notified 
through your valuable paper in ad- 
vance, that we will not only have a 
large meeting, but they will come with 
their minds fixed upon some plan to 
work out successfully the plans of such 
a society, composed necessarily of our 
membership, as far as they yoluntarily 
commit themselves only. Permit me to 
say in conclusion that there has never 
been a time since I have been secretary 
of the state division when more appli- 
cations were voluntarily coming in than 
are now, and have been for some time, 
without any campaigns to increase our 
membership.

Third—If you are going to accom- 
plish anything in this country, you 
must have faith in our form of gov- 
ernment, and there is every reason 
why you should have faith in it.

Raised as a nurseryman by his fa- 
ther, Taylor learned to call trees 
and plants by their first names be- 
fore he knew the names of the pres- 
idents of the United States.

He was called to the Untverst- 
ty of Nebraska as professor of agri- 
culture and horticulture and was a

He taught agriculture in this 
country, Europe and Asia. He im- 


ported from Russia a new kind of 
oats which has become a _ staple 
with American farmers, and frote 
Italy he was instrumental in getting 
the macaroni wheat.

The wearing of a mask will be val- 
uable to the girl who is at business all 
day and is, therefore, prevented from 
treating her face during those hours. 
The mask is made of fine linen, trom 
which are cut out pieces for the eyes, 
nose"and mouth. Spread on the inside 
of the mask a paste made of olive oil 
and almond meal. Allow this to re- 
main on the face for several hours or 
keep it on all night. When it is re- 
moved, bathe the face with tepid water 
and you will be surprised at the soft- 
ness of the skin. The mask applied 
several nights in succession will soon 
bleach the skin and leave no trace of 
sunburn or tan. 

A yery simple procedure which has 
helped many girls to bleach and soften 
the skin is to bathe the face on rising 
in warm milk and sulphur. Add a 
tablespoonful of the latter to a quart 
of the former. = 

When the arms are covered with a 
coat of tan they can be bleached by ap- 
plying to them peroxide and water. 

Another successiul remedy for whiten- 
ing the arms and the face and neck, for 
that matter, is to bathe daily with 
buttermilk. This will also make the 
skin as smooth as velvet.

Guests naturally allow the mother and 
relatives to stand nearest the ibride-at 
her left. The maid of honor holds the 
bouquet of the bride during the cere- 
mony. 

After the service the minister offers 
congratulations, and leaves to remove 
his robes. If he has no special gar- 
ments, he quickly gives place to the 
married couple, who, with the attend- 
ants, face the company and receive the 
congratulations and best wishes of the 
guests. 

If a wedding breakfast or dinner is 
served, the bride and bridegroom are 
the guests of honor, naturally, and are 
the first to be served. It is customary 
for the bride to make the first cut in 
the wedding cake. 

When the reception is over the bride 
and her maid of honor leave the com- 
pany to don the traveling suit. The 
newly married couple leave in a ecar- 
riage for the wedding trip.

Chicken Spanish Style. 

“IT have a recipe I am sure other house- 
keepers would like; it !s chicken cooked in 
Spanish style. To prepare the dish stuff 
the chicken as for roasting, put three sweet 
green peppers in « hot oven or on the stove 


and keep turning them until they are all 
over blisters on the skin. Throw them into 
cold water and remove the skin and seeds. 
Peel one large tomato and chop it with the 
peppers. Into a large saacepan with a 
tightly fitting cover put two large table 
spoons of fine lard (not dripping) and when 
this is hot lay in the chicken and turn 
it-over and over for a few minutes; add to 
it a chopped onion, the peppers and the 
tomato. Stir well fora few minutes longer, 
then add two good sized glasses of claret 
(of best quality), three taklespoons of 
sugar, a good handful of seeded raisins, a 
few whole olives pinch of ground cloves, 
and black pepper and salt as needed. Stir 
well, put in one quart of water. cover tight- 
ly and cook over a steady, low fire until 
the chicken is thoroughly dons, If the 
broth cooks down too low add a little hot 
water, but keep the pot tightly covered all 
the while, When the chicken is done trans- 
fer it from the fire to a hot platter and 
thicken the gravy with two tablespoons of 


flour wet up in a little cold water. Boll up. 
stirring well, pour over the chicken and 
serve. You may use any Kind of stuffing 
you choose. M. J. B.” 

Thank you for the unusual recipe. I 
should think chicken prepared in this way 
would be extremely good, although rathe 
expensive in the adjuncts. I take itthat a 
good domestic claret could be used as well 
as an imported variety.

Other Foreign Ways. 


Now that Lam fairly started on the theme 
of my favorite vegetable let me give you 
a few other instructions for preparing It 

8 1t is cooked for the tables of other na- 
tions. Here is one for a Chinese dish—but- 
tered rice: For this you will require a cup 
of raw rice, cooked as directed above and 
heaped in a deep dish. Before taking It 
from the colander make for it a sauce by 
frying a sliced onion to @ light brown in 
two tablespoons of butter. Strain this out 
and add to the hot butter a green pepper 
which has been seeded and chopped fin 
when this is cooked tender stir in @ tea- 
spoon of lemon juice and pour over the 
rice in the dish. If you are fond of onion 
you may chop this before you fry it and 
leave it in the sauce with the pepper in- 
stead of straining it out. 

A Swiss dish is rice with a cheese sauce 
For this also you must boll a cup of raw 
rice In three pints of slightly salted water 
for fifteen minutes. At the end of this 
time pour off half the water and put into 
the rest a good tablespoon of butter and a 
pinch of cayenne pepper and cook slowly 
until all the water isabsorbed. Each grain 
should be swollen and stand whole, Let 
the rice dry for a few minutes in the sauce- 
pan in which {t was cooked, then shake it 
Mghtly and stir Into the rice with a fork, 
#0 as not to crush or pack the grains, thres 
tablespoons of grated cheese. Turn into a 
deep hot dish and serve at once, 

An excellent Turkish dish of rice is called 
pilau, and while tt may be prepared iw 
several ways, It Is as good as any one need 
wish cooked by the following directions 
Wash and pick over a cup of raw rice and 
put it over the fire in a pint of chicken 
broth which has been skimmed and weil 
seasoned with ogion, celery, salt, and pep- 
per. Let the rice cook in this until it is 
soft and has absorbed all the broth. At 
this stage edd to It a tablespoon of butter. 
Have ready a cup of cold chicken minced; 
heat a cup of chicken gravy or stock and 
season it well, put the chicken into the 
gravy, and either mix the boiled rice with 
it or put the meat in the middle of the disn 
and arrange the rice in a border around it. 

A simpler pilau is mad* by cooking the 
Tice as directed in the first recipe and pour- 
ing over it a cup of strained tomato liquor 
seasoned with onion juice, pepper, galt, a 
little sugar if it is at all sharp. and a table 
spoon of melted butter. Add this sauce 
after the rice is turned out into a hot dish 
and lift the grains lightly with a fork that 
the tomato. may reach-them all

“In the rural sections the falling 
off is due mainly to natural causes—_/ 
the movement to the cities and the 
springing up of small towns,and the 
jimproved means of country travel. 

“In the city and town the church 
meeting does not appeal to the new 
citizens as the country churcn meet 
ing had done, as a social opportunt- 
ty, and the churchgoing habit falls 
away easily.

“But the general discouragement 
of churchgoing is due to we spirit 
of the times. All over the word 
there is a growing laxity of conven- 
ton and appointment, The formai 
religious habit is losing much of its 
old time claim upon conscience. 
There is a new and compelling con- 
ception of the essential worship of 
God outside churches—an emphasis 
permeating the public mind about 
the religion of the Spirit. 

“We have to reckon also upon the 
influence of philanthropy and its en- 
terprises outside the  ecciesiastica: 
order, which claim is increasing 
jnmumbers of Christians and command 
ltheir energies during the whole 
week between Sundays.

The beauty of the junk dealer’s 
trade .is that he seldom fails to have 
enough material to supply the demand. 
He can use anything. And anything 
means everything. Pins, shoes, hoofs, 
bones, paper, old irons, new zinc, 
clothes, food, any and all are swept 
into the dealer’s maw, waste that is 
saved. 

Of course, some things are at a 
premium. Bottles, certain kinds of 
bottles, are of more value than a 
cluster of horse-shoes and _ nails. 
Bones enjoy a high figure, so do 
hoofs and horns. 

Of late a new material has sprung 
into prominence. That is auto junk. 
Castings, worn out tires, inner tubes, 
bits of brass fittings, machinery, leath- 
er, all are available for the junk 
dealer. 

KINGS OF JUNKDOM, 

The peddlers are but the outposts of 

the real junk kings. The men who 
make junk dealing a real profession 
carry on a trade that is as brisk as 
was ever done by Abe Potash in 
cloaks and suits. One man in Atlanta 
has three large ware-houses where he 
stores his ‘stuff. He ships it away 
in carloads to iron mills, to rubber 
factories, to paper mills, to breweries, 
to foundries.

In addition, 
each crop is bountiful. 

“I have no doubt,”’ says Mr. 
Yarbrough, “‘that these five 
acres of land, produce more 
than 265 acres upon the usual 
farm. I am simply showing 
what careful and _ intensified 
farming can do.” 

Another city farm, which 
might have been described 
along with that of Mr. ‘Nutting, 
since they adjoin, is the farm 
vot W. J. Tilson, at East Lake. 

~ It consists of 105 acres, planted 
in peas, oats, rye and alfalfa. 

Of his alfalfa patch he say 
“It is the finest thing on earth. 

Like Mr. Nutting, he is con- 
vinced that dairying is a de- 
sirable part of every farm, and 
that alfalfa is a crop which 
would do most tofimprove and 
enrich the farmers of the state. 
He has discovered this from his 
city farm, 4 

During the last three years 
he has been interested in agri- _ 
culture as an avocation; and his 
farm, like other urban farms, 
has been made to yield a profit. 
Both in his dairying and in his 
farming, Mr. Tilson has met 
with success. But one of his 
discoveries is disillusioning.
